ISLAMABAD. May 31 — The three- 
member spedal committee set up the 1 1 th 
Islamic foreign ministers’ coherence to 
“e]q)loFe ways and mean^' of solving the 
A^^ianistan crisis will hold its first meeting in 
T^ran Wednesday, Pakistani new Foreign 
Minister Agha Shahi told newsmen here 
Saturday. 

Shahi said the first meeting will be of a 
“preliminary nature." devoted mainly to set- 
ting up procedures that will assure achieve- 
ment of its objective. Shahi, w4io was prom- 
oted to the PaldstBoi foreign minister^ post 
Thursday by President Zia ul-Haq, is diair- 
■man oS die committee. Iranian Forei^ 
^nlster Sadegb Ghotbzadeh and Islamic 
Conference Secretary-General Habib Chitti 
of Hinisia are tiie other two members. 

The committee has left itself free to 
eiqplore a variety of solutiot^ to the sensitive 
Afghan situation. Shahi told a questioner the 
panel wants "to have flexible procedures" to 
achieve tiie target of a just solutimi and with- 
drawal of all foreign troops. He told reporters 
Dr. Cbatti may Im authorized to make con- 
tacts with concerned parties, induding the 
Soviet Union.Tbe question contacts witfi 
the Soviets and the Kabul regime is a toudiy 
one. Ghotiszadeb. who escort several lead- 
ers of the Afghan freedom fighters into the- 
-amference at one point during the OIC 
deliberations has said Afghan rights will be 
an integral part of any Afghan settlemenL 

Meanwhile, Pakistan has lodged a strong 
protest witii the Kremlin over what offidals 
describe as “scandalous, scurrilous and 
derpgatoiy" propaganda against Pakistan 
and its leaders that is being spread by the 
Soviet media. luformed sources say the Rit»- 
Sion Embas^ in Islamabad was banded a' 
strong note Thursday drawing Moscow’s 
attention to the treatment ^en Kremlin 
leaders by the Paldstani media. The message 
reportedly said that “on the contrary the 
material iwblished in the Soviet media cros- 
ses all bounds." Diplomatic sources say die 
protest is meant to tell the Kremlin that all 
sudi anti-Paldstan propaganda must cease if 
a favorable atmosphere for Afghan talks U to 
be created. 

Diplomatic sources have also eoqtiiasized 
Paldstaa’s commitmeat to die resolutions 
passed by the Islamic foreign ministers 
demanding restoration of non-aligned 
Islacuc status to Afghanistan and reject for 
its territorial integrity. Hie prevailk^ senti- 
ment of the conference delegates who cre- 
ated the ^ledal Afghan committee was that 
the panel would offer a valu^e face-saving 
opportunity to the Russians. At the same 
time, the committee is not e:q>ected to grant 
formal recognition to tiie present Kabul 
regime. Sh^i raid when the committee was 
Tormed that any contact with the Kabul gov- 
ernment will not invttive formal recognition 
of the repme and that contacts with Moscow 
and Kabul will be consistent witii resolutions 
passed at the conference. 

The final resolution on Afj^anistan passed 
by the conference calls for the “immediate, 
total and onconditional withdrawaT* of Rus- 
sian troops, and reaffirms the resolution on 
Soviet militaiy intervention passed ay a spe- 
cif OIC meeting in Januaiy. The resolutions 
also urges the creation of conditions that anil 
permit the retum of an estimated 750,000 
Afghan refugees now in Fulostan to their 
homes and proper^'. It asks for all states and 
peoples to hdp alleviate the suffering of the 
Afj^ian refugees and establishes the special 
three- member committee to seek a settle- 
meoL Among the ways of finding a settle- 
ment, the conference resolution mentioned 
“appropriate consultationsT' as well as the 
convent “of an international conference 
under the auspices ef tiie United Nations or 
otiierwise" as long as a conqsrefaensive solu- 
tion is found. It is within these guidelines that 
the ^>edal committee win conduct hs work.

Abdullah inspects work

RIYADH, May '31 (SPA) — Second 
Deimty Premier and Commander of the 
National Guard Prince Abdullah visited 
Saturday die new National Guard headquar- 
ters under construction on Khurais road near 
Riyadh. 

He was accompanied by Sheikh Abdul 
Aziz-Tuwaijri, assistant deputy commander 
of the Nation^ Guard, and a group of other 
offidais. Work on the project wiO be com- 
pleted in August. National Guard personnel 
will occupy the new buildings later in the 
month. 

The inoject is located on a 195,000 square 
meter site, of which about 83,000 square 
meters are built up. Induded in the construc- 
tion is a new main administration building of 
precast concrete that covers an area of about 
36.000 square meters. The administration 


building has six floors, induding a basement 
It accommodates all departments of the 
National Guard, with room left over for a 
libiaiy. movie and still photography studios, 
radio station, restaurants and other fadlities 
for the guardsmen. 

The large command building occupies 
more than 14,000 square meters. Hie three- 
stoiy structure indudes offices for Prince 
Abdullah and his deputy Prince Badr, a 
reception area, and meeting and lecture halls. 

The lecture hall can accommodate 500. 
Other buildings win be occupied by die 
National Guard police, maintenance person- 
nel and transport and signal corps. A mosque 
large enough for 2,000 persons and parking 
lots for 9.500 cars are also included in the 
new constcuaiaa. 


Yamani returns from U.S 


Rl'fADH, May 31 (SPA) — Minister of 
Information Or. Muhammad Abdo Yamani 
returned here Saturday after a stopover in 
Paris foilowmg a six-day visit to the United 
States during vriiidi he discussed Arab and 
contemporary world problems with members 
of Congress and U.S. news reporters. 

In an address to the National Press Gub in 
Wa^iington, Dr. Yamani urged media rep- 
resentatives to investigate their stories 
thoroughly and ob j ectively before broadcast- 
ing any news on the Kingdom. He also said 
the door is wide open for any reporter who 
would like to visit the Kingdom and observe 
Saudi Arabian life. 

Y amani spoke to American reporters 
Wednesday at a “Newsmakers BreiUefast" 


held by the presii^ous National Press Gub in 
Washington. The press dub breakfast was 
part of the oiganizaiion's "Arab Days" fes- 
tivities, two days of Arab oriented programs 
designed to promote greater understanding 
of the Arab world. 

The festivities, which were picketed by 
Zionist supporters, included an art exhibit, a 
recreated Arab souk and a lavish reception 
and Arab dinner for 450 press dub members 
and their guests. Among the guests were two 
White House aides, including an assistant 
press secretary to the U.S. president's wife. 
Rosalynn Carter. The 'event was co- 
sponsored by the National Press Gub and the 
Arab League. 


Egypt considers rift ‘closed matter’ 


CAIRO. May 31 (AP) — Egypt considers 
the latest rift with Israel over the withdrawal 
of Israeli troops from Sinai as "a closed mat- 
ter," Gen. Kamal Hassan Aii said Saturday. 

He told reporters that President Anwar Sadat 
was “satisfied" with the “darifications" 
offered by die Israeli ambassador Eliahu Ben 
Elissar during their 40-minute meeting 
Satueday. 

Elissar gave Sadat a hand-written message 
from Israeli Prime Minister Menabem Begm, 
and Sadat sent a verbal message to Begin 
through the Israeli Anfoassador. Ali said. 
The Egyptian foreign minister indicated to 


reports the message exdianges did not con- 
cern an Israeli threat to postpone withdrawal. 
He also stressed that i the possibility of a sum- 
mit between the Israeli and Egyptian leaders 
,was “not discussed during the meeting." 

Begin on Friday said Israel would not com- 
plete the final stage of its withdrawal from 
Sinai if Egypt fails to sign an agreement 
establishing an imeniational supervisory 
force there. The force is to be set up by the 
United States and the tiuec parties had 
agreed to discuss the formation of the troops 
in April 1 98 1 , a year before the scheduled 
withdrawal of Israel from the remaining 
one-third of the peninsula. 


Mansouri signs road contracts 


RIYADH. May 31 (SPA) — Minister of 
pfimmtifiirarinin Sheikh Husseui Maosouii 
signed agreements Saturday totaling SR388 
milKon with cvra Saudi Arabian contractors. 

Hie firat, an SR88 million contract, calls 
for the construction and surfacing of the fiist 
part of tiie At-Khobar-Ohahran-Dammam 
Toad and the Dhahran five kUometer bypass. 
It is to be completed within 24 months of the 
date on which the site will be handed over to 
the contractor. The new road is part of an 
Eastern Province expressway network for 


which appropriations were made in the 
1980-81 Imdget. 

A second contract for SR300 million pro- 
indes for construction of the first part of a 
suspension bridge linking Jeddah Port to Kilo 
10 of the Jeddah-Mecca expressway. The 
four-tdlometer section is to be completed 
within 33 montiis of the date tiie site is turned 
over to contractors. Two other bridges with a 
total length of 12 kilometers are nearing 
completion. They will also connect the port to 
the Jeddah-Mecca expressway.

Threatens to veto 
Europe MM. bid 

WASHINGTON. May 31 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter threatened Saturday that 
the United States would veto any U .N. action 
which might usurp the American role in Mid- 
dle East negotiations. 

In a warning to European allies to delay 
any effons to enter the dilute over Palesti- 
nian autonomy. Carter declared “We have a 
veto power that we can exerdse, if necessary, 
to pre\*ent this Camp David process from 
being destroyed or subverted, and I would 
not beatate to use it." 

Hie presidenf s remarks were made in an 
interview with the Cable News Network, an 
organization begmniog continuous television 
news broadcasts on Sunday. Excerpts to the 
interview', which will be broadcast on the 
oetworkfs.opening day. were made available 
by the White House on Saturday. 

French leaders and authorities in other 
Western European nations have begun to 
talk about advancing their own proposals for 
settling the dispute between Israel and Egypt 
over the future role in the Middle East for 
Palestinians. 

Carter fears this would upset the delicate 
negoriations invoK-ing the United States, 
Israel and Egypt. Any new effort would also 
increase'the difficulty in bringing other Mid- 
dle East nations into the Camp David peace 
process, be said. 

“We are asking the European allies not to 
gel involved in it for the time being " Cancr 
said. 

"I don't believe they will do it for the nest 
couple of weeks, which 1 believe will be 
enough time lo get us back at the bargaining 
table." he said, “and even if they do come in. 
we will not permit in the United .Nations any 
action that would destroy the sanctity of and 
the present form of N. 242." 

U.hl. 242 is a Security Coiuidl resolution 
recogniziiig IsraePs right to exist. It has 
become the basis for all Middle East baigain- 
ing involving the United States. 

The United States has the power to veto 
any action taken by the Security Council. 

Israel and Egypt had seta target date of last 
Monday to finalize talks over autonomy for 
Palestinians living in the Israel-occupied 
Gaza Strip and on the occupied West Bank of 
the Jordan River. It was not met. 

^ypt stepped out of the talks earlier in 
May, tot C^er predicted on Saturday that 
“without very much more delay we w.0 be 
back at the negotiating table, making prog- 
ress again toward the ^deast peace treaty on 
that basis, and full autonomy for the West 
Bank Gaza." 

Carter will meet with leaders of the ax 
other major industrial democracies, includ- 
ing the European allies and Japan, in Venice 
OR June 22. 

Ethiopia denies 
cholera epidemic 

.A.DDIS ABABA, May 31 (AFP) — 
Ethiopi^ Health Minister Teferr^ )Voridie 
has denied as “baseless rumors" byc^uoter-'* 
revolutionaries reports of a cbolera^epidemic 
in Ethiopia. He said the government had 
taken steps along the southern frontier to 
prevent the spread of the disease foUow’ing 
reports of cases in neighboring Uganda and 
Kenya. 

“Although no cases have been reported so 
far. many organizations, members of the 
revolutionary army and police and especially 
health personnel are advised to report any 
suspected cases so that immediate action can 
be taken", he said. The minister was addres- 
sing the opening session here of the annual 
conference of the Ethiopian medical associa- 
tion. 
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Brandt’s Third World aid plan an unwitting duplication of OPEC Fund

LONDON. May 31 — Herr Willy Brandt, 
former West German diaocellor, announced 
last week that followh^ talks in Bonn the 
President of Mexico, Jose Lopez Portillo, will 
be inviting world leaders to a summit meeting 
to ways and means of dosing the 

economic gap between the rich and poor 
aatiems of the world. Portillo, who was in 
Bonn for a four-day state visit, had discussed 
final arrangements of the meeting, to take 
place in Mexico eariy next year, onth 
Austrian Oiaiicellor Dr. Bnmo Kreisky and 
Brandt, chairman of the North-South Com- 
mission which had pFeviously'suggested hold- 
ing the world sommiL 
A i^ort of the North-South CommissicKi, 
pcblished last February after more than two 
years of research, suggested a summit of 
leaders from Western and Communist coun- 
tries, from oil rich lands, and from poor 
develt^nng countries, to help work out wa>'S 


to dose the growing gap between North and 
South. 

Displaying what many nitist have thou^t 
as a surprising degree of ignorance in the 
presence of Dr. Kreisky. Brandt explained 
that he would like to see Western leaders and 
members d( the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries umte to he4> poor 
.developing countries. As an example of such 
help he went on to suggest that “OPEC coun- 
tries should guarantee stable ofl prices and 
steady supplies and donate some of their oil 
profits to a ^ledally established fund that 
would extend low interest loans to develop- 
ing countries." 

For their part, he suggested, the Western 
industrial powers would guarantee to main- 
tain the real value of die fund, so that loans 
did ot dqiredate through inflation and 
guarantee interot rates based on the value of 
tiie industrial goods they export. 

Which must have made anyone o4io has 
any knowledge of Third World aid programs 
rit back in smaned amazement and ask what 
Herr Brandt and his NoniwSouth Commis- 


sion were rfnig g during their“more than two 
years of research." Because from what he was 
saying it was all too evident that he had never 
before beard of The OPEC Fund — whose 
very job it is to do for under-developed 
nations predsely 'what the former West Ger- 
man ChanceDor was suggesting. 

Since he failed to correct BrandL such 
ignorance — real or affected — on the part of 
the Austrian GianceDor Dr. Kreisky is 
equally unpardonable, because the admiois- 
trative offices of The Fund ( as it is known) are 
located witiiin yodelling distance from bis 
own presidential palace in the center of Vie- 
nna. 

To add real insult to injury, at the time 
Herr Brandt was making hte public pro- 
nouncement in Bonn, the OPEC Fund's 
dkector-general. Dr. Ibrahim Shibata, was in 
the process of agreements in Nassau 

with the governments of Jamaica. Guyana. 
Barbados, Grenada and Dominica for long- 
term loans at a fixed 4 per cent interest total- 
ling $ 15 million. In the four years since its 
foundation in 1976 The Fund has made 


long-tenn low' interest loans of this land to 
more than a hundred under-developed coun- 
tries totalling more than one billion dollars. 

Of course the independent OPEC Fund aid 
program is no more than a drop in ocean 
compared with the several billions of dollars, 
contributed annually by the go%'eniments of- 
OPEC countries in direct interest-free loans 
and grants under their own aid support prog- 
rams to the needy nations of the world. 
Monies for the OPEC Fund are raised from 
member countries on a voluntary basis with 
the largest oil producing nation, Saudi 
Arabia, as the biggest contributor. 

Whicii is still not reason enough for Willy 
Brandt and most other Western leaders to 
continue to remain in ignorance of the Fund^ 
existence. Whereas most cf the economic aid 
from the richer Western powers is carefoliy 
channeled to the poorer countries within 
their own orbit of influence — British to 
Commonwealtii-member states. French to its 
former African colonies, American to politi- 
cally safe su{q>orters and German to areas of 
possible export potential — much of the 


financial assiiance from OPEC-member 
countries is spread across a wider spectnim of 
the Third Worid, based on immediate needs. 

It would, of course, be an admirable 
achievement if, as Brandt's North-South 
Commission has suggested, the leaders from 
Western and Communist countries could be 
brought together with other wealthy nations 
to plan a program for dividing up the world's 
eomomic cake in a more equitable maimer 
without thoughts of political favoritism For 
years m^y of us have thought that was 
largely the puipose for which UNESCO was 
brought into being. 

Until sudi time, however, we must all 
recon^e ourselves to the fact that to a grea- 
ter or l^ser extent worid aid to needier Sun- 
tnes will continue to be apportioned on a 
more pie^mcal pattern, with, in the main, 
wealthy countiy tending to look after 
what it sees as its ‘own*.

JEDDAH, May 31 — The Ministry of 
Education will hire 4,200 teadiers for service 
in the Kingdom during the next academic 
year, according to official sources. Most of 
them will be recruited in Egypt, Jordan and 
Syria Miicfa have been the tracUtional sources 
of leaching staffs for the Kingdom and the 
Gulf region. Spedal teams the Civil 
Service Bureau will be sent out to these coun- 
tries to interview and select candidates. 

Meanwhile a conference for higher educa- 
tion in the Gulf opened in Dubai Saturday 
and will oondnue for three days to study 
reports by member states for promoting 
higher education and exdiange of sdholars. 

The conference was called by the Guli 
Education Bureau. 

Bureau Director Dr. Muhammad A1 
Ahmad A1 Rasheed said the conference will 
discuss a joint scholarship scheme and prop- 
osals to coordinate programs. It will also 
study a proposal to increase the writing and 
tran^tioo of history books at the lutivezsity 
level. Another proposal calls for the setting 
up of a study and information center for the 


universities and higher instimtions in the r^- 
ion. 

Maldi^ Aratnc easier to learn for non- 
Arabs will be discussed too, A1 Rasheed said. 

In another development the deans of sci- 
ence colleges in the Gulf have decided to 
introduce the history of Arab science into the 
syllabus to highlight their contribution to the 
world's body of scientific knowledge. 

The Dean of the Dhahran University 
Faculty of Science Dr. Ali Abdullah A1 Difii 
said the Kingdom will give wliat he described 
as a generous award to anyone wiio translates 
a science book from Arabic to other lan- 
guages. The universtties cfaemselves help 
to encourage those with new ideas or inven- 
tion. He said that Foreign Minister Saud A1 
Faisal had uiged the trandation of biog- 
raphies of Arab and Muslim scientists to 
English so that they may be read by a large 
number d people. A sdence magazine 
s<xm be published, he said, v^e a center for 
scientific translation will be set up. 

Meanwhile, it was announced in Medina 
chat five new interine^te and one secondary 
school will be opened in and around the dty 
in time for tiie next academic year. 


The Director of Giil^ Education in the city 
Sheikh Ali A1 Murshed said four primary 
schools are also planned in the villages near 
the dty. 

In the Eastern Province over 100.000 
pupils sat for examination at all levels ck 
whom over 4 1 ,000 belonged to the primary 
stage, 12.000 at the intennediate level and 
over 5000 at the seoondatysdiool level, 1000 
at commercial and tedinical schools 3000 at 
kiodecgaitens and 339 at Koian memoriza- 
tion sdiools. 

The Ministry of Education announced it 
would set up 1 10 summer camps for school- 
boys and allocated SJR5 milh'on for them.

Koreans cite 
false article

Many people living in this country are 
faced with the problem of everyday trans- 
portation. AlAougJi the Saudi Ara- 
bian Public Transport Company is doing 
commeodable service to solve this prob- 
lem, it is still premature to predict the 
extent to whidi it will succeed in the 
future. In my view, it will be able to solve 
only part of the problem while another 
part, conceming mainly the housewives, 
will still remain unsolved. 

Private transport seems to be an unav- 
oidable matter especially in case of house- 
hold requirements and private visits, etc. 
A capable person may engage one or tuxi 
drivers, but an ordinary intfividual has to 
drive his own car. There arises a question 
as to why a woman is not allowed to drive? 

From the legal point. I have heard many 
religious scholars say there is no objection 
in it It is also said that a woman is more 
conc^ed while driving than wlule riding 
an animal, as she used to do previously 
and still she does in rural areas. There is no 
dear rule forbidding a woman from driv- 


ing but since driving needs a license, it 
forms the only obstadc in her way. 

Some people opine that in certain 
cases, the traffic rules envisage penalty or 
imprisonment or both for an ^ense. It 
may not therefore, be prudent to stuff the 
prisons with motiiers for oommitting a 
traffic offense. Tliis is. of course, unpleas- 
ant but it can be remedied by doubli^ the 
amount of fine m lieu of imprisonment, 
excepting the fatal cases. 

In case it is difficult to amend the rules, 
why don't we allow women to drive and 
make them and their guardians respons- 
ible for their mistakes, provided that they 
know reading and writing very well? la 
this way, we shall help in removing a con- 
siderable burden firom the shoulders of 
many dtizens and alien residents. In addi- 
tion, we shall eliminate the main cause of 
delays in work, wbid) alone justifies an 
approval of ti>e matter. However, tius 
should not be taken to mean that 1 am 
propounding this idea so that a woman 
works as a taxi-driver.

through SAAB, indu<^ing a subsidy equal to 
45 per cent of the price of agricultural equip- 
ment. Also induded in the form support pac- 
kage are 50 per cent subsidies on the cost of 
fertilizers, irrigation pumps and engines. The 
government will susidize 30 per cent of die 
cost of poultry or dairy farm equipment, 
unless sudi purchases are financed by die 
Agricultural Bank, when the subsidy drops to 
20 per cent. 

The govvemmeat will pay air freight costs 
on hl^ performance cattle strains purdiased 
from foreign producees as an aid to the King- 
dom's catde industry and 50 per cent the 
cost of feed concentrates. Also offered axe 
subsidies of SR30 on eadi kilo of rice, SR25 
per kilo of sorghum, and for drought relief to 
Bedouins, fo^er sold at token prices. As 
stated eariier, the subsidy package indudes 
hir freight costs for catde, but other farm 
animals are subsidized as well. For sheep, a 
gift of SRl 0 per head for flocks of 40 or more, 
is offered, and for camels, a gift of SR50 per 
head for herds of five or more. 

According to bank ofGdals, most of the 
loans go to livestock, poultry breedbg and 
wheat projects. The; bank intends to streng- 
then its brandies and ofGces by hiring more 
experts and managerial staff. To obtain a 
loan, the applicant must have land diat can be 
cultivated or land valid for the projeetts he 
plans to cany out. The land could have been 
acqniied through a lease or as a grant from 
the Ministry of Agricuituie and Water for the 
purpose.

Camp David will lead 
nowhere, Hussein says 


LONDON. May 31 (Agencies) — King 
Hussein of Jordan has dismissed the entire 
Camp David approach to u Palestinian set- 
tlement ns mistaken, saying it provided no 
hope for a lasting peace in the Middle East. 

" The whole of the Camp David approadi 
Ito Palestinian self-determination) is wrong, 
and will lead nowhere.'' the king told the 
Lt)ndon-hused Arab-language newspaper Ai 
Mataibh. 

The t'.S.-sponsorcd peace talks between 
Egypt and Israel were an “Israeli tactic" 
designed to gain time and bliick any real 
peace, and isolated Egypt from the rest of the 
Arab world, the king said. 

Jordan's positiim. he said, remained the 
same as in ]db7. when Israel occupied Jor- 
dan's West Bank: “To restore the lands to 
their rightful owner, the Palestinian people, 
and not to Jordanian sovereignty as befoiv 
! . Only after Israel accepted this would 

Jv>rdan join in negotiations, he said. 

Commenting on recent calkofa European 
initiative in the stalled peace negotiations. 
King Hussein said such a move constituted a 
"remm to the proper framework for a solu- 


tion — namely the United Nations, as well as 
such interested powers as the United States, 
the Soviet Union, the European family of 
nations and the international ci^mmunity as a 
whole". 

American. Egyptian and Israeli nfFicials 
have expressed concern that the Europeans, 
w ho want the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion It) have a negotiating role, will disturb 
the camp David process sptinsored by Presi- 
dent Jimmy Careter. 

Hie United States has asked Uic Euro- 
peans to stay out of the situation. Egypt and 
Israel are also cool. 

Hussein was quoted: “The c.ssencc I'lf 
Camp David is... the neglect of the United 
Nations and its Resolutions 242 and 33i$ as 
well as the neglect of the other parties to the 
dispute, fbc only chance for an homirahle 
and just peace, from the Arab point of view.

Okita was quoted as saying that he believed 
his country should seize all possible oppor- 
tunities to strengthen its cooperation wath 
Jordan. 

Increased importance should be attached 
to cultural and human cxdiangcs. he said. 


Okita paid tribute In what he described as 
the close relations between Japan and the 
Arab countries and said that the Middle Euu 
which accounted for 19 per cent of Japan's 
aggregate exports and imports last year, was 
the source of 76.8 per cent of its oil supplies. 

On the Mfdde East Okita was quoted as 
saying that his country believed that peace in 
the regiiin “must be just, lasting and com- 
prehensive,” 

It should be achieved on the basis of 
United Nations Security Council resolutions 
and the recognition of the rights the Pales- 
tinians. including their right to self- 
detemunadon. he added. 

“AU possible avenues to peace should be 
explored, taltiag into account the aspirations 
of all the people concerned in the Middle 
East and the legitimate securi^ requirements 
of the aiuntries of the region.'' he said. 


TEHRAN. May 3] (R) — At least two 
civilians w'ere killed and between 30 and 40 
soldiers and civilians were injured wrhen Iraqi 
forces attacked the Iranian border town oi 
Mehran with heavy artiUeo' and aircr^ Fri- 
day. local offidals said. 

The governor-general of Ham province. 
Asghcr Ibrahimi, said by telephone the Iraqi 
air attack bad destroyed several bouses in the 
town, and ambulances were picking up 
casualties. 

The official Pars news agenQr said the Ira- 
qis had used eight tanks in the cross-border 
attack, latest in a series of incidents on the 
frontier, and three of them had been des- 
troyed by Iranian fire. The agency said Ira- 
nian forces had also destroyed two Iraqi 
military posts^ while two of their own had 
been damaged. 

The new border flare-up began Tburaday 
when the two sides exchanged artiUeiy fire. 
Pars said Iranian fire Thursday had destroyed 
an Iraqi armored personnel carrier with 20 
sc^ieis aboard, some of whom were kxUad or 
injured. 

Pars blamed the fighting both Thursday 
and Friday on die Iraqis, who it said had 
rdnforced their border troops. 

It quoted an Iranian joint staff statement as 
linking the fighting vritii an inddent two days 
ago in which Iraqi troc^ posing as refugees 
w'ere alleged to have Iddo^ped an Iranian 
bonder offidal and three irregular gen- 
darmes. 

The fighting appeared to be among the 
most serious since relations between Iran and 
Iraq took a fresh downward turn in April. 
Leading to q>oradic cross-border sbelliiig. 

According to Iranian ^;ures. in the last two 
months almost 37,000 people have been 
deported friMn Iraq to Iran. They are all 
members of the Shiite Mudim sect, which is 
dominant in Iran.

The flow of oil through 
the line. untO now cootroUed by the state-mn 
Oil India, has been disrupted since Dec. 27 
when detDonscrators set up picket lines 
around the pipeline center in Assam to back 
demands for the deporting of thousand of 
immigrants from Bangladesb and Nepal.

of the pipeline Sunday. The dedsioo foQows a 
dedaratioQ by Interior Minister Zail Singh on 
TTiursday that the government was deter- 
mined to deal firmly with anti-immigrant pro- 
tests. 

Meanwhile, a lull appeared to have settled 
Saturday over the state after four days of 
rioting between Assamese and immigrants. 

Thirty-five persons died in the clashes and an 
unknown number were injured.

To cdlect stamps in the 1 8(Xf s did not pose 
toe problems it d^ today: toe third edition 
of Mount Brown's cataJogue of stanqps, 
issned in 1862, listed about 2,400 varieties, 
and toat induded ^ftoat would currently be 
called postal stationeiy, wrafpets, and letter 
sheets. Standard modem catalogues exclude 
roefa items and still manage to rack op listings 
of 200,000 l^ns. Inevitably , serious ccdleo 
tors q>edalize and toe direction of qjedaliza- 
tion may strike toe non-collector as boto 
novel and marvelous. 

Hrst prize at toe APEX, for example, was 
awarded to a beautifully anno tated diqrfay of 
franked covers, all posted from New Orleans 
during the 183ffs. Second prizes went to a 


coDectioo of express man from the same city 
and to a di^toiy of British regkmal definitive 
issues, 1958-78. Grand Prizes was bestowed 
cm a magnificent cc^ection of Jeddah Provi- 
sionals, 4th Issue. Like all stamps, toese have 
a tale to telL 

Peifaaps it is their histtmc associations toat 
endow stanq>s wito toeir hrestiUe dmnn. In 
the case of Arabia, these assoctatious reads 
back to toe early days of this century. It was 
oidy ontoe early 193ffs toat canceled letters 
from what is today the Eastern Province 
began to ^q>ear, but cm toe other side of toe 
country, stamps were in use IS years eariier. 
First printed in ^ypt, toese Hejazi stanqss 
were produced in Mecca from 1922 to 1924. 
In toe autumn of toat latter year, a dispute 
between the Kasemite King Hussein of the 
Hejaz and King Abdul Aziz ibn Saud erupted 
into armed ccmflict A Wahatti force invaded 
toe Hejaz in September, and Hussein abdid- 
ated, to be sucKeded by his sem AIL The new 
Idng ordered toe evacuation of Mecca after 
toef^ of Taif, npcm winch toe Wahabis laid' 
seige'to Jeddah. 

Ali ordered that ail stamps in the posses- 
sion of toe Hashemite govenuneat in Jeddah 
be overprinted in order to stop the circulation 
of those toat had fallen into toe hands of toe 
Wahabis when toey occopied Mecca. Five 
separate issues of these overprinted stamps 
occurred between Jannaiy and April, 1925. 
The printer entrusted wito toe tsk had no 
previous experience with stamps and he 
made a large number of emns, sometimes

CoUectors covet sudi philatelic mktalfes 
wito the rarer q>edmeiis priced at a stratos- 
phericpitdi.

•airmail stamps wito centers inverted readied 
the public; today eacJi of those stamps oii^ 
nally selling for 24 cents is worto a sn^ 
fortone. 

Arabian stanqis, like American and Brit- 
ish, have afqnedated over toe past few years 
and some electors look iqxm their ooUec- 
tions as a hedge against inflation. The British 
Guiana *One Penny Ma gne ta' now valued in 
excess of $900,000 was purdiased ten years 
ago fm* just that reason. But the true phUatel- 
ist disdains ecoaomic g^; such a man treas- - 
ores stamps for toeir infr^C estoetic qual- 
ities and the^l^t to^'^tl^rii^.on toe sodety 
and times in vriiidi tiuty were issued.

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Talking with James Lovell 

Astronaut orbits Dhahran with space stories

“i have seen the earth as it really is. a very 
small nondescript planet just tucked away in 
the uoherse." 

That was how former astronaut James 
Lovell described toA/a6iVrH*r the only home 
the human race has. 

Lovell, the only man to have gone twice to 
the moon, confided that this "is only my sec- 
ond visit to Saudi Arabia here on earth, but I 
gazed down on it over ar<d over at a distance 
of 100 to ISO miles above us we passed over 
430 rimes." 

Arabia seen from space is“vuo' beautiful, 
even spectacular with its colors of salmon 
pink, tan, and brown orntrasting widt the 
deep blue waters of the Red Sea and the 
Arabian Gulf." 

Instead of orbiting earth or the moon. Cap- 
tain Lovell is now in the telephone business as 
president of Fisk Telephone Systems. Here to 
dedicate the new Dammam offices of A1 
Oabtant-Fisk. he addressed overflow audi* 
ences under the sponsorship of the Dhahran 
Women's Group, the Aramco schools, and 
the American Businessmen's Assodation. 

Loveil. cme of .America's space pioneera. 
recalled that the Gemini craft was"'±e size of 
a large trash can.” To ease the squeeze. 
Lovell — a trim but heavy-set man — per- 
suaded ground control to let him travel in his 
iong Johns without the bulky pressure suit. .As 
far as his grandchildren arc concerned, ho 
remains" the first man to orbit the earth in his 
underwear." 

In 19dS, Lovell served as command mod- 
ule pilot and navigator abi.^rd Apollo 8. In 
this Sight, man first orbited the moon. Lovell 
remembers it us "so huge and near. .. awe- 
some.” 

The mission showed riiat all body functions 
work as perfectly in space as they do on earth. 
Zero gravity gave LoveH”a tranquil feeling." 
He found sleep more restful in space, "the 
best mattress in the world (SIC); since there 
are no pressure points at zero gravity, you 
reawaken 8 hours later in the same position 
you went to sleep in.” 

Lovell used to dasp his hands before going 
to sleep to keep them from floating around. A 
less prudent astronaut was terrified upon 
awakening to behold the luminous dial of his 
watch fixed before him like a glowing eyeball: 
His hand had drifted up to his face during 
sleep. 

One question was asked by people of all 
ages and conditions — even by royalty and 
the First Lady in the White House: " How do 
you go to the bathroom in outer space?" 

"The answer to that." remarked LovcLl 
with a chuckle, “is — you guessed it — veiy 
carefully!” 


Every twilight, he reminisced, “we 
astronauts would dump our urine, whidi we 
had saved during the day, over the side of the 
spacecraft Immediately this liquid dianged 
into beautiful snowflakes all around the space 
ship. Astronaut Wally Shirra went so far as to 
name it ConsteOation Uria. ' * 

One difference at zero gravity was that 
tears would not fall, but stay on the eyeball. 
Salty tears irritated the eyeball, and “we'd be 
cryiDg because we were trying to get rid of the 
tears.” 

Apollo S marked the fust time man had left 
earth' s gravi tational puli, and i t aroused great 
curiosity about how the astronauts would 
react to zero gravity. Lovell was convinced 
■hat the navy p^diiatrist on board the air- 
craft carrier that scooped them up after 
splashdowm was sure that he could find some- 
thing ami^ with the astronauts. 

“I was happy and at ease,” Lovell said 
about his first meal aboard ship. “In my hand, 

1 had a very heavy fork, and 1 was waving it 
back and forth as I ^>oke (Lovell uses his 
hands a lot to emphasize his ideas). Z decided 
to leave the fork in the air. After all, I had 
been doing tiiat for two weeks in space. The 
fork came crashing down, so 1 guess the 
psydiiatrist had a lot to write ^out me after 
all.” 

About the time Lovell began to feel that 
buniing through space was old hat. he 
embarked on the ill- fated Apollo 13 mission. 
This was to be the flight on wfaidi he had his 
moonwalk. He should have been more sus- 
pidous. he bantered, for not only did the craft 
bear a traditionally unlud^ number, it also 
took off at 13:13 hours Central Standard 
Time. 

Hearing an explosion and feeling the craft 
rock back and forth, the men discovered that 

2 out of their 3 fiiel cells were dead, and that 
they were losing oxygen and electii^ power. 
At the time, they were SK) hours or 200,000 
miles away from home, and pointed in the 
wrong direction. The astronants converted 
their lunar moduIeAfiioniu, named after the 
mythical bearer of fertility and knowledge to 
the Nile, into a lifeboat. Despite the mortal 
danger in which they found themselves, 
LoralTs mates, Fred Haise and John Swigert 
— both space rookies — were busy diec^g 
out camera apertures and shutter ^>eeds. 
ready to dick away at the far tide of the 
moon.” 

“If you don’t get home, you won’t be able 
to get your snaps developed.” Lovell warned 
them. 

“But. Jim.” insisted the two, “you’ve been 
here bdlore. We haven't, and we're going to 
get some pictures.” 

Lovell, by contrast, had taken off his medi- 
cal instruments “so ground control wouldn't

Women’s employment increases 


. WASHlNGTON,May31(AP)— The 
number of women worldwide who are 
counted as “economicaUy active" rose 
from 344 million to 576 million be^veen 
1950 and 1975. and nearly baK the 
world's women are employed outside the 
borne, according to a study released 
Saturday. 

“ Women have entered the formal labor 
orce in unprecedented numbers during 
he last tiiree decades," the report by the 
iVorldwatcfa Institute said. “The trend 
oward greater participation in the labor 
orce on the part of women is most 
advanced in the Western industrial states 
nd the Communist orantries in Eastern 
luTope and East Asia." 

In most of tiiese countries, the institute 
, aid, half or more of all adult women are 
economically active," most of them 
’orkiog in paid jobs outside the home. In 
le West, male participation rates have 
»Juied riightly, because men have been 
aying in sdio^ longer and retiring ear- 
5T. 

Over the last three decades, the propor> 
an cf women who work for pay grew 
om one- quarter to one-balf in 
id from OD^third to two-thirds in Swe- 
m. 

In devekqnog countries, the institute 


reported, the record of women's employ- 
ment is much more diverse. In South 
America, the labor force participatioa 
rate’of 'women rose by less thaw 2 per cent 
between 1950 and 1975. Women’s emp- 
loyment has expanded greatly in Hoi^ 
Kong, Malaga, Singapore and South 
Korea, especially in textile, dothiog and 
electronics plants. 

The study was prepared by Katiileen 
Nevidand, a senior researcher with Worl- 
dwatdi Institute. The institute isan inde- 
pendent. non-profit research organization 
funded jirtvate loundarioos. United 
Nations organizatioas and government 
agendas. 

In the study, Newland said, "There are 
growing pressures on, women to earn an 
income. As inflation outstrips gains in real 
income, many families can maintain a 
given standard c£ living only by relying on 
two income earners. In the third w^d, 
the disintegration of families as the result 
of deepemng poverty often forces women 
into the work force. Modernization adds 
to a household's need for cash, as previ- 
ously unavailable goods and services 
assume the status of necessities. And 
urbanization requires families to purchase 
things like food and fuel that they could 
.pnot^ce for tiiemselves in rural areas."

But some car market analysts, induding 
the A. Gary Shilling economic consulting 
firm, do not diare his optimism. In a report 
released recently, the Shilling firm said 
Qiiyslei’s diances for survival were slim at 
best, consideiing that it had lost about $5 
millioo a day in the fust tiiree months of 
1980. 

The report argued that the g«wernment 
bail-ouc program is based on naively high 
estimates of sales of Chrydefs new fuel- 
effident "K*' car and said Chrysler could fail 
by the end of next year despite massive gov- 
ernment aid.

MOSCOW. May 3I (R) — The Soviet 
Union is equipping its army writii new tech- 
nology induding battlefield computers to 
fight off a chemica] warfare attack by NATO, 
a senior military officer said in Moscow Fri- 
day. 

Colonel-General V. Pikalov. commander 
of Soviet chemical troops, wrote in the armed 
force newspaper ^na»iqj« Zvesds (RedStaii 
that the West is preparing new types of chem- 
ical weapons for use against the Soviet 
Union. 

He said NATO maneuvers envisaged the 
sudden use from the start of hostilities of 
h^hly toxic agents. Each West German 
motevized infantry divisicMi has more than 


1 20 weapons capable of delivering chemica] 
wareheads. and each American division had 
more than 1 50. 

General Pikalov claimed that Britain 
recently opened a special center for the man- 
ufacture of diemical and biological weapons, 
and a training ground for British and NATO 
troops. ( The training ground at Porton Down 
in S^tbwest England was recently shown to 
the press by British defense chi^s. who said 
the new fac^Q^ is necessary to train troops to 
C(^e with the Soviet Union's massive arsenal 
of chemical weapons). 

General Pikalov referred to modem Soviet 
flame-throwers and smoke generating 
equipment but said nothing about Western 


charges that the Soviet Union has equipped 
its forces with chemical weapons. 

Last month the official news agency 'Tass 
said the Soviet Union had no cfaemical 
weapons and was not considering developing 
them.

WASHINGTON, May 3 1 (R) — The U.S. 
Congress Friday voted to extend the ceiling 
of the national d^t by five days to allow the 
govenuneot to i»ue securities and pay sndaJ 
security and retirement checks. 

Without the extension, the national debt 
ceiling would have reverted to its permanent 
$ 400 billion level Saturday ' night, cauang 
diaos on the money markets and preventing 
the government from meeting its Social Sec- 
urity and retirement payment oblations.

A federal court has blocked impoation of 


the fee but the government is appealing. 
Carter, who said the fee would reduce U .S. 
consunq>tion. has threatened to veto any 
legislation to prevent him from imposii^ it 
the courts permit die fee. 

Ot^xments of the fee. both Republicans 
and Democrats, s^pareody had the votes to 
attach a rider to the debt bin to prevent die 
fee from going into effecL 
They said attadiing the fee to the impor- 
tant extcnsitm bill might prevmt a pres- 
idential veto. It requires a two-third vote of 
both House and Senate to override a veto. 

Congresrional leaders read letters from the 
Treasury Department, saying die govern- 
ment m^t not be able to function effectively 
if die debt ceiling expired and it oonld no 
loi^r legally borrow money in the markets.

Tankermen brave sea without leaving shore 


DELFT. The Netfaeriosds, May 31 (AFP; 
— The 250,000-ton oil supertanker veeis 
dangerously toward the wharf, as tile pilot 
stares out past the bow, some 300 meters 
from the helm. 

In the distance, behind a row of cranes, he 
se«» a church and some factories. The sky is 
grey, threatening. A storm b about to bre^ 
** If u'e don't sink, I’D lose my Deense over 
this, " he says nervously. But tiien he blithely 
abandons the helm for a cup of coffee in the 
canteen across the gangway. 

The illusion is perfect

Every week six supertanker pQots from 
around the world come to TNO for rimulatox 
training at conqmter-controlled hefans.

The center was 
chosen for tiie program because of its experi- 
ence witfa computer simolators. Since 1971, 
TNO has trained dose to 2,000 {nlots frxMD aU 
over the worid.

PARIS. May 3 1 ( AP) — Paul McNamee of 
Australia won a bizarre and exdting drama of 
tiebreakers Friday night to edge John McEn- 
roe 7-6, 6-7. 7-6, 7-6 in the biggest upset of 
the French Open Tennis diampionsh^. 

iVfcEnroe was seeded second behind the 
defending champion. Sweden’s Bjorn Borg. 
McNamee. 29. is better known as a doubles 
player. He fought off seven set pc^ts in the 
fourth set. forced it to a tiebreaker and finally 
clindied victoiy after a nip-and-tuck battle 
that lasted 4 hours 1 8 minutes on the center 
court of the Roland Garros Stadium. 

Ulth two rounds of the tournament com- 
pleted. and half of the third, nine of the 16 
seeds in the men's singles were left in conten- 
tion. The slow day courts lived up to theii 
reputation for upsetting from. 

Other seeded players defeated Friday were 
Eddie Dibbs. No. 7. who serializes on this 
surface and has reached the quarter-finals 
four times in the previous five years, Viaor 
Peed , of Paraguay, No. 8 and last year’s defe- 
ated finalist, and America's big-hitting Vic 
Amaya. Raul Ramirez of Me.xico mastered 
Dibbs 6-3. 7-5. 6-3. Beius Prajoux of Giile 
edged Peed 7-5. 6-4: 6-7, and Heinz Gunth- 
-ardt of Switzerland eliminated Amaya 7-6, 
4-6. 6-3. 6-4. 

Among the day’s winners were Jimmy 
Connors, the No. 3 seed, who downed 
Antonio Zugarelli of Italy 7-5, 6-4. 7-3. Vitas 
Genilaids No. 5, defeated Stanislav Bimer of 
Czechoslovakia 6-1, 4-6. 6-2, 6-1. Both 
Connors and Gerulaitis moved into the last 
16. 

One round behind, fourth-seeded Guil- 
lermo Vilas of Argendna beat Thomas Koch 
of Brazil 6-2, 6-2. 6-3. Vilas came o& the red 
clay court, notorious for slow bounces and 
long rallies, and said: "I think these champ- 
ionships are the most exhausting in the

Bjorn Borg, defending champion and fovo- 
rite for the furst prize of$ 53,000 doUars, has 
re^ed the third round but was not in action 
Friday. The exdtable French fans could not 
keep quiet during the tense, see-sawing 
McNamee-McEnroe duet Several times the 
players bad to wait while the umpire tried to 
restore silence. 

McEnroe trailed 0-3 in the first set. pulled 
level but lost the debreker 3-6. There were 
exchanges of service breaks in the second set 
before McEnroe won the tiebreaker 7-4. 

In the third set. McNamee led 4-1, but 
McEiu’oe hit a hot streak and came back to 
lead 5-4. The Australian took the tiebreaker 
7-4. The drama blew up to an amazing dimax 
in the fourth seL McEnroe lost a4-l lead but 
later served at 6-5 for the seL The next game 
had 1 1 deuces and seven set points. 
McNamee saved all of them and McEnroe, 
looking tired, double-raulted and the 
Australian followed up with a daTaling fore- 
hand return to win the game and level at 6-6. 

That meant yet another tiebreaker. 


McNamee gi'it his nose ahead at 3-and went 
on to win it 7-2. McEnroe blew hot and cold. 
He hit many hrillant winners, but lapsed into 
careless shots on vital points. He served three 
double-faults in the match. Two helped to 
lose tiebreakers — in the first and thtiti sets 
— and the third helped to settle the long and 
important 12th game of the fourth set in 
McNamee's favor. 

In the women's matches, title-holder and 
number one seed Chris Evert Llc^d made tiie 
last 16 with a 6-1. 6-1 win over fellow Ameri- 
can Pam Teegaurden. She was jo'ined by No. 
4 Vuginia Wade. Hanna Mandtikova of 
Czedioslovakia. Americans Kate Jordan, 
and Betina Bunge, Sylvie Hannika of West 
Germany, and Dianne FromhoJtz of 
Australia. 

Even Lloyd, who was undedded whether 
to continue her termis career, was told Friday 
she can enter this year’s Wimbledon as a 
’'wildcard." It means she can be accepted as a 
late entry without going through the qualify- 
ing tournament 

The 25-year-old American star, who mar- 
ried British Davis Dip player John Lloyd last 
year, is defending her title in the Frendi 
Open diampionships. Fred Hoyle, the Wimb- 
ledon tournament referee, arrived at Roland 
Garros Stadium and told her that if she 
decides to play Wimbledon she will be 
accepted as a “wild card." 

Even Uoyd won the Vllmbledon women’s 
tide in 1974 and 1976. On the slower day 
courts of Roland Garros, which suit her 
baselinegame better than English grass, she 
won the French Open title in 1974, 1975 and 
again last year. 

At Roland Garros she is going for a first 
prize of $ 42.500. So far she has got throng 
two rounds and dropped only two games in 
two matches.

Generals say Kim

SEOUL, May 31 (Agencies) — South 
Rorea's martial law command Saturday 
accused jailed opposition leader Kim Dae- 
Jung of playing a key role in triggering anti- 
government demoostrations that led to at 
least 170 deaths in the southern city of 
Kwangju last week. 

In a communique.the command said Kim, 
arrested a fortnight ago with the imposition 
of full martial (aw. had met Kwangju student 
leaders in Seoul several days earlier in a bid to 
forment the demonstration, which developed 
into a challenge to the govemmenL 

At the same time the nation's ruling gener- 
als consolidated their hold on the country 
Saturday with the creation of a junta-like 
council to conduct the nation’s affairs under a 
standing martial law decree.

Monarchists Khomeini* s overthrow 


PARIS, May 3 1 ( WP) — The aboned U.S. 
rescue mission in Iran appears to have galvan- 
ized the Iranian exile movements in Western 
Europe into redoubling their efforts to over- 
throw the Islamic revolutionary regime of 
Ayatollah Khomeini. 

Intensive efforts are being made here to 
unify exile groups in France, Britain, West 
Germany and the United States into a coali- 
tign front. 

The monarchists, who claim to still com- 
mand an important following in tiie armed 
forces, said they have reach^ broad agree- 
ment to hold an organizing congress in Lon- 
don or Paris within a few weeks to form an 
Iranian national resistance coundl. Everyone 
who accepts principle of the monarchy — 

witii or without the deposed Shah — will be 
invited except for Shahpour Sakhtiar, the 
premier who paved the way for the Shah's 
departure and was forced out of power by 
Khomeini. 

Bakhtiar has refused to have anything to 
do with any of the groups, even though he 
said in an interview that the organizers of the 
national council has offered to make him its 
chief. He dismisses them as corrupt and dis-

A Maps planet’s surface 

spac^aft unveils mysterious Venus 


WASHINGTON. May 31 (AP) — An 
American spacecraft cirding Venus, steal- 
ing Ranees thr ough mis ty veils, has seen 
most of the planet's face for the first time 
and has found some remarkable featur^. 

*nie National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration said that Pioneer Venus 1 
has mapped more than 83 per cent of the 
planet's surface since arriving in 
December 1978 and will have covert 93 
per cent by Sunday. 

The unmann ed spacecraft has mapped 
continent-size upli^, deep rift valleys, 
mountains as high as Everest and gjant. 
shallow craters. For a planet once thou^t 
to be drab and featureless beneath its 
thick layer of clouds. Venus turns out to be 
stunning, sdentists say. Her features are a 
combination of the familiar aod the alien, 
and sdentists can only speculate about the 
reasons for both. 

The men charting Venu^ face have ten- 
tatively dedded to name the planef s fea- 
tures after women, both real and 
imagined. Major features will be named 
for goddesses, minor ones for other 
mythical female figures and still smaller 
objects for famous earth women now 
dead. The proposed designations have to 
be made offidal by the International 
Astronomical Union. 


Pioneer Venuj soM will finish mapping 
most of Venus, .except for the polar reg- 
ions. and then ^gib going back over old 
ground again. 

The mapping process involves convert- 
ing continuous altitude measurements and 
radar images along the ^aoecraff s orbiul 
path into contour and relief maps. Dr. 
Harold Masursky of the U.S. Geological 
Survey and Dr. Gordon Pettiagiil of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolo^. 
the prindpal sdentists for the mapping 
experiments, say 60 per cent of Venus' 
surface is relatively flat, rolling plains. 

These pimns. rougitiy equivalent to 
earth's sea level, vary in height by only 
about 300 feeL they say. Only about 16 
per cent of the sui^oe lies below these 
pianet-drdiog plains and 24 per cent 
above them. Aey note. Low-lying regions 
are much more common on earth, scien- 
tists say. where the ocean basins occupy 
nearly two-thirds of the surface compared 
to one-sixth of waterless Venus. 

The largest of the highland re^ons. 
roughly similar to the earth's continents, is 
an area half as large as Africa. *This region, 
stretching 6.000 miles on Venus' equator, 
has been named Terra Aphrodite after the 
Greek goddess of lo%’e, known to the 
Romans as Venus.

The hij^est and most dramatic hi^Iand 
regiv^n is in the north and has been tenta- 
tively named Ishtar Terra after the 
Babylonian goddess of love and war. vriio 
was the daughter of the mono and sister of 
the sun. 


Several mountaiji ranges sit atop Ishtar. 
which is the size of the contioenial United 
States, iocluding one called Vaxwell 
Montes. One peak in this range is 35,3000 
feet above "sea level," dwarfing the 
29.028-foot Everest, earth's highest.

Union survey shows how much work a loaf of bread costs 


geneva. May 31 (AP) — An average 
metal worker in Sweden must work at least 
40 times as long as hb counterpart in Singa- 
pore to pay his taxes, according to a survey 
published by the International Metalworkers 
Federation in Geneva. 

Covering 26 countries, the survey also 
shows that a metal workw in Soutii Korea 
must w(»k three times as long as his colleague 


in wealdiy Switzerland to buy an ordinary 
shirt, and his equal in India has to to3 15 
times as long as he would have to in the 
United States to ^ord one kilogram of meat. 

The survey is a conqiarison Si the woriuiig 
time required in different countries for the 
purdiase of selected consumer goods. It cov- 
ers five main industries — steel, shipbuilding, 
wMtrfianirai ftfiginftgf ing^ elccuical engipecT- 


iog and automotive manufacturing. The fed- 
eration represents 13.5 million union mem- 
bers in 67 ccMintries.

The survey shows sharp differences bet- 
ween rich and poor countries, but e\’co within 
the two regions the picture is far from being 
uniform. For instance, a mechanical 
engineering employee must toil aine and half 
minutes for one kilogram of bread in 
Australia and Switzerland, five minutes in 
Denmark. 18 minutes in France, 22.5 
minutes in Italy and 11.5 minutes in the 
United States.
